J he Malaftick or 
mollifying, to which the ccpuetick or fuppma- 
ting hath affinity : for both have an cquall and- 
' fymmetrick hcatc, and a comfpondent ficcity, 

1 yet.differing in mode. The fuppuraringf doth- 

^3 produce 
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produce beate moB like unto that of the body with’ 
out any confumption or addition of humidity. 
The emollient accends heat a little beyond the 
proportion o/nature, and contralletb a little hu> 
tnidity, wherefore that rather operates by quan¬ 
tity than by the qual ity of heat , but the emol¬ 
lient, rather by quality , Therefore that which 
is exallly fuppuratory k emplaftick, yet fame - . 
times emollition is the confequent of humidity, 
ifjoyned with moderate calidity or heat, and it 
ufefull in fcirrhus’s, and tumors. 

2.Scleryntick or hardening , which properly 
it that , which doth exiccate without any excejle 
of heat or cold : for cold alfo may make obdu¬ 
rate , as alfo too much hcate, yet after another 
manner than only by exiccation , for though 
that which is dry is bard, yet all that is hard it 
not dry. But Sicciey doth dry and indurate two 
wayes fc. by altering and making more dry 
the effence of the parts, which moB properly, or 
by eonfuming the humor sin the pores*, yet fome~ 
f/WMobduration may alfo be caufed by repletion- 
or fullncffe. 

3. Araiotick and rarefying, or diaphoretick 
and refolving, which are moderately hot, 
with tenuity of parts and very little reficcant 
or drying ,for excellive heat doth not rarefie 
but hurne,<tfl</ by aduftion doth condcnfate 
and dry. But moderate heatc openeth the pajfa- 
ges and deeply penetrateth by the tenuity of its 
fubjiance, and eafetb paine : alfo it openeth the 
pores and attenuates the fubjlance. 

' 4. Pycknotick or condenfating , contrary to 
the rarefacicnt, contracting the pores , and in-, 
craftating what is rarefied and humid,and 
ma'zjng it more folid, which is in thofe things

which refrigerate yet are not terrene, or aerious, 
but aqueous, and\are nothing at all, or but little 
aftringent5 for tbefe do weakly contrail, and 
bind, fc. by reafon of their foftnefie, 

5. Anaftomotick or aperient, opening the 
mouths of the vejfells, and is in thofe things that 
are of grofle parts, hot, fharp, and biting. 

6 . Stegnotick or binding , contralling , occlu¬ 
ding, and confiringing, Jhutting the muthes of 
the vejfelsyand rediaining fenfible excretion, and 
is in thofe things which are frigid,o/grofle parts, 
and without acrimony, as many terrene bodies 
are: for thofe things which ought ftrongly to con* 
ftipate and bind , mujl alfo have a more Brong 
and renitent faculty. 

7. HelCtick, epifpaftick or drawitigy attra¬ 
cting the humors from the center, and is in thofe 
things, which are hot, and of thin /arts .* for 
that which is hot attraCteth, and that more 
ftrongly which hath a conjunll tenuity o/parts, 
but thofe moderately attrally which are hot and 
dry in the fecond degree , if in the third more 
effectually, and chiefly thofe that arc Jo in the 
fourth: for the attraction is according to the 
degree o/heate, and is either more naturall, or 
by putrefaction, yet feme things at trail fpecifi- 
cally, and not by a manifeft quality: as things 
that are cathartick or purging, and alexitery 
or reftftingpoyfon. 

8. Apocrouftick or repercutient, repelling 
the humors flowing from the center, as in thofe 
things which are frigid and of grofle parts. For 
that which wcold rcpelleth, and if it hath a 
craifitude of parts alfo y it is more violent, as 
that which is acerbe or auftere ", yet thofe things 
alfo retell which are aftringent , efpecially thofe 
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which are helped by tbc tenuity of their parts.* 
for the thinncjfe of the fubftance doth much 
conduce to aftriftion, therefore other things 
that are aftriflive, by reafon of the eraflitude of 
their fubftance, cannot eafi'.y penetrate the wore 
remote parts,precluding the paflagcs. 

9 - Ryprick,abftergenc or cleaning, removing 
glutinous and clammy humors in the fnperficies 
*r adhering to the pores of the fkin, or ulcers.* 
and k inthofe things wffich have power to ex- 
iccate with tenuity of fubftance, neither is it 
of any great moment whether they are Fiot or 
cold, by reafon that neither quality hjndreth 
a ftion, except exceffire. 

H 4 1 o. Eccathartick, ecphraftick, 4/idexpur* 
gatorie or removing olflruilions, not only opening 
the peres of the fkin, but the inferior duff us of 
the bowclls ; as in thofe things that are nitrous 
and bitter, although they have fome finall aftri- 
flion , and by reafon 0/fubftance doe not differ 
from thofe that are abftcrfivc, but in degree :for 
thofe things that cleanfe the pores and inward 
paflages,Wen greater tenuity ofparts , and are 
moderately hot, as thofe things which are ni* 
trous dy bitter .* but tloofe things which being 
outwardly applyed to the fkin do clenfe the fkin, 
or ulcers from their excrements, are dejhtute of 
the aftriftive faculty: but being taken inwardly 
although having a certain aftriftion, yet never- 
thelejl they may purge, far cleanfe the greater paf- 
fages, and withaR ftrengthen the fame. 

11. Leptyntick or attenuating and making 
thin, as in all thofe things that are expurgatory, 
hot and of thin parts: extenuating groffe and 
tough humors. 

12. EmpJaftick, vifcid or tlammie, contrary to 

the 


the abfterfive: for being applyed, it doth tejiaei« 
oufty inhere in the pores of the fkin , fill and ob- 
ftruft the fame,at in thofe things that are fat,and 
glutinous; asaljo terrene, wanting acrimonie, 
and afperity or roughnejfe. 

13. Emphraftick or objlruffing, pachyntick, 
and thickening, which are the fame : for as thofe 
things which are detergent and purging doe free 
the pores and paffages from obUrullion, Jo thefe 
obftruff and fill the fame, and make the humors 
of the body tough and thick. 

14. Anodyne , paregprick or effing paine , 
as inthofe things which have thin parts, and. 
are moderately hot,not much exceeding the tem¬ 
perate,/};. being hot in the firfi degree and rare- 
ftcieut.- fo cvacuaring,digefti»g v rarefying, ex¬ 
tenuating, concofting, and equalising whatfo- 
ever humour cither fharp, tough, or grofte, is in¬ 
hering in thefmuller pores, or grieved parts: and 
all vaporous crafs,grofte or cold fpirits not Jhid¬ 
ing way of evacuation. 

15. Narcotiek or Jhipifying the parts by its 
coldnefs, and not properly mitigating the paine, 
nor taking away the caufes of the gride: yet ftu- 
por is fomewhat leffe than infenfibility, or the 
privation offenfe, the fame alfo is hyphotick, or 
fomnifick cV miifeth fleep being taken ffc.it s fub- 
jeff, which doth vehemently refrigerate ffc.in the. 
4th degree ; fo that it dot}) not only ftupifie the 
fenfc; but being liberally taken , caufeth death, as 
opjum; <&. that hot only by its exupennt quality ; 
but alfo by a .certaine propriety o/Tubftance and 
its concurring * eftence , its narcotick vehe- 
menc-y being but little reprefled by the mixture 
of hoc corycllers , though it hath fame bitter, 
parts. 






[i r 1 6 . Amy&ick, metafyncritick, or rubefacient 
cauflng redneffe, contrary to the former, caufing 
paine, as in thofe things which heate, and dif- 
folve unity, of this kind' alfo are cfcharoticks 
caufing crufts, which are- hotter, caufticl^ or.. 
burning : not only hot and dry in the foiirth de¬ 
gree, but alfo of a groiTe confidence, therefore 
being fixed in any part, they excruciate and tor¬ 
ment the fame by their ftifnefle: like unto tbefe 
are thofe things that are feptick or corrofiye 
which are vehemently hot and dry, but o/thin 
parts and confiftencc > which therefore with a 
tittle paine and biting, or elfe without any fenfe 
e/paine eliquate the parr, and are called alfo 
pucrefaftivcs. 

The third Qualities arifefrom the mixture 
of the firft and lecond, and are i. The Ecpuc- 
tick or fuppurating, turning into matter contufed 
flefh and humors remaining in fwellings, as in 
thofe things which are moderately hot, and 
next unto emollients, yet differing in this that 
they have alfo an cmplaftick faculty, obftru- 
fting the pores, increaCing the fubftance of heat, 
and not intending the quality, and are alfo 
called pepticks or macuratives. 

2. Sarcocick or generating flefh, as in thofe 
things which produce flefh in hollow ulcers, 
and fill the cavities, and are hot in the firfl de¬ 
gree, a little deterfive and that without biting 
</Waftri&ion. 

3. Collctick or conglutinating, as in thofe 
things which dry in the fecond degree, and are 
in a meane as to thofe which generate flefh, 
and cicatrize* they are not abfterfive, but aftrin- 
gent, and prohibit the flux of humors to the 
bps of wounds, ulcers and fiftula’sj they are 
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alfo called fymphyticks , traumaticks and- 
enaima, 

4. Epulotick or cicatrizing, as in thofe things 
which greatly dry, and bind without biting, 
drinking the humidity of the fleflt and con¬ 
tracting the fame, and covering with a thin 
callus lil>e unto the fkinne * therefore doc more 
dry than incarnatives or glutinativcs, for they 
bind c, contrail, conftipate, and indurate: there 
if alfo a/harp and biting epulotick that con- 
fumes dead flefh called cathairetick,<tn</ a third 
drying without aftridion. 

$. Porotjck or generating callus, by which 
broken bones are ferruminated and knit, and is 
neither bone nor flefh but betwixt both, being a 
hard, dry, wbire body; to the generation of 
which are required a convenient dyer, and me¬ 
dicines applyed which are cmplaftick and mo¬ 
derately hot. 

6 , Diurctick or provoking urine, as 1. In 
thofe things that are moift and liquid, and of a, 
thin confiftencc, and eafie penetration, encrca- 
Jmg the quantity of urine : fo operate by acci¬ 
dent. 2. In thofe things which purge and 
attenuate and open the pafCnges, fome of which 
are cold and of thin parts * fornetimes expelling 
what flickf in the paftages •• which operate af¬ 
ter a middle way, fometimes by accident, tem¬ 
pering exuperant heat which feifeth on the vcines 
and rcfolveth t/re ferous humidity, that the Jui- 
mours may be more eajily attracted by the reines 
and defeend by the bladder. 3. In tbefe things 
which purge thepajfagcs, and open the fame, 
extenuate grofte humors and the blond, and 
feparate what is attenuated from the more 
grofle pres; which the reines then eajily 
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attraft and fend away by the urinarie pajfaget: 
which kinds of di urcticks are very hoc and dry, 
to wit in the 3d degree, fharp, and of a very thin 
fubjlante , coadive, and feparating. 

7; Lithontriptick or breaking the (lone, dif- 
foIvm k g feexpelling the gravelly in thofe things 
which arediuretick, hot, dry & o/ehin parts.* 
fharp ,but more remijlely, and fome what bitter. 

8. Emmenonagogick or drawing out the 
termes, as in thofe things which are hot and of 
thin parts, that they may concoft and digeffe 
crude humors, extenuate and incide the groflfe 
and tough, and remove obltrudi oris by denfing 
thepajfages: fuel) as are all propper diuretieks: 
which alfo promote the expurgation of the menfes; 
and if they are atfo (linking or bitter, they are 
more efFeduall.* fiinkjng things depredtng the 
wbmbe : and the bitter being purging. There are 
alfo accidental! hyftericks: as thofe which are 
analeptick or ftrengthening after extenuation : 
or which refrigetate and homed the body dryed 
by too much heate : to thefe alfo have affinity, thofe 
things which expellthe fecundine,^dead birth: 
efpecially thofe which are morcfirong,fc. hot iy 
of chin parts, (linking bitter with acrimony, 
efpecially if taken in a greater quantity and often. 

9. Bechick or helping the cough, as in thofe 
things which caufe or flop the fame: for thofe 
things which conduce to the expedoracion of 
groflTe humors, doe alfo caufe coughing; but on 
the crontrary, thofe things which incralVate thin 
humorsflopand eafe it .* but thofe things are hot 
and yf thin parts, and extenuating which ex - 
pedorate tough humors',yet there are alfo others 
which in fome meafure purge the breaft,vor much 
hot nor very dry, but a //rttemoiltening, or at

£ as partly in meaces partly in medicines: as •for 
meat,it's fuel) as is euchymick f&'polytrophick, 
or of good juice and of much nourijhment, and a 
little hotter and dryer, if the blond be cold 
and pituitons but more moifl; and lejfe hor, if 
troubled with eholler. Medicaments carding 
miIkc,Vm? of thin parts and hot, and of affinity to 
thofe things which properly provoke urine, yet 
mofi gentle-,but thofe things which are moreJlrong 
and provoke the eourfes,hinder the generation 
thereof by too much cliqnation of the humors. 

11. Spermatogcnecick or generating fperme, 
as in thofe things which are hot and not very 
dry but flatulent, as alfo aliment of good juice 
and whatfoever iucreafet/o the quantity of 
bloud. 

i. The 4th Qualities are fuch which follow the 

fubffiance, or property of the eflcncc,& are found 
f out only by experience: and are therefore called 
occult, latent and fpecifickj as in poifons,cheri- 
ack and alexipharinick remedies, amulets and 
cacharticks, things antipathctick and fympathe- 
tick, as alfo appropriate to any part or adverfe 
: unto the fame *, the greatej} figtjc of which ( ac-

hotbodies, of thin parrs, mo ng which there's 
difference according to the degrees thereof, hut 
thcfe things which are without odour, are of a 
grofleeflence and humid, as thofe things which 
are fait and auftcre, alfo fuch things which are 
of a mordicant and bitter fmell are hot, but 
' thofe that fined like vineger and acerb are cold, 
for infomethings the fenfc of odours is life that 
of fapors, yet not offo fafe conjcfture, by reafon 
of the inequalirie of fubftance ifor moll bodies 
are of an unlife confiftence, of each of which 
parts odour Jbewetb not the temper, but where 
there are tenuous effluvium’s or vafors,whereof, 
the fweetftrengthenthe hearr, the ranf excite 
the animal fpirits, the ilinfing help r/;efnffo- 
cation of the matrix.

It confifteth of terrene combuft parts, 
of which fome are , more fubcile, others more 
grofle rermie,exiccated by exuperant hear, 
or coagulated by cold, asappearcs in opium and 
aloes. It is not nutritive , it openeth the mouthes 
of the veines, caufeth hemorrhages, and thirjl , 
& mafes the blondftuxible; it attemateth,incid- 
eth, biteth ,exafperatcs, cleanfcth , msltctb , at- 
trallcth,yet more moderately dry eth and heat eth, 
it confumeth and rejijletb putrefaction , drinking 
up Supervacaneous humors, and refilling fweetnejs: 
its hot anddry in the fecond degree terra ufta. 

2. Sharp, aromaticall or arfcnical, hor,dry 
and burning, pricking the tongue, and biting 
the mouth, it confillcth of thin, dry and hot 
parts, as pepper, onions &c. If it be not vehe¬ 
ment, and hot under the third degree , taken in¬ 
wardly it doth penetrate, open, and attenuate 
tliick humors, applyed outwardly it rarifieth 
the fkin, and draweth forth humors. Ifit be hoc 
above the 3d degree, it troubleth the head with 
thin vapors. If it be of a more grofle elTence it 
is cauftick and caufeth blijter.s & feats: and if it

It confifieth of tenuous,cold and dry parts, 
as vineger ,the juice o/limmons 8 i 9 .lt penetrac¬ 
eth and incideth no leffe than the filarp fapour, 
therefore it incidetb,attemates,biteth, detergeth , 
referates obSlru(lions,repels and dryes: dy by rea~ 
fon of its penetrating coldncf$,ft rcpells all fluxi¬ 
ons : and by its ficcity flops all eruptions of blond. 
Alfo it helps naufeoufnefi, corrodeth , and conden- 
fates without heat ; it exafperates dy refifts pu - 
trefaHion. It's o/doubtfull qualifier, fiery and 
aqueous, hot and col A,and of all contraries. It's 
cold and dry 2°,aqua ignita cum halitu terreo.
